Tuo general election Is near at Band. Coming by leg- 
folative provision on ‘the first Wednesday in Boptember, 
it fallo on tho 2d day of tho month. In a formor issue, 


wo published the Act of fast Leg islaturo, providing for a 


vota as to the holding of a convention to frame a consti- 
tution for the proposed Btato of Washeo, and providing 
amannorof clecting delegates to such convention, and 
an apportlanmont of them to the counties, Boforo clec~ 
tion day wo will repeat tho publication of tho Act, that 
all may have opportunity to fully understund its pro- 
visions, It Is provided that separate ballot boxes shall 
bo kopt open—ono in which to clect for or against u 
State govornment; In the other, to namo cholco for dele- 
gates to make constitution, should Stato government 
carry, 

It is tho custom in tho States, to give out the alarm in 


each sneeceding canvans, that ‘the approaching election | 


is the most Important in which we ha vo over been called 
upon to participate. That is the hackneyed phrase, 
But in this Torritory elections hithorte hayo been of 
comparatively small consequence. The intorests of this 
people have been looked to by the ropresontatives of tho 
bordering States, and have been held close in hund by 
the Nationnt Congress and Ixeeutive, Citizons havo 
had starcely any dirdet voice in the local government, 
Now wo have an opportunity of electing whethor wo 
prefer to govern ourselves, under a constitution of our 
own framing—or whether wo will continue for on Indefi- 
nite timo under the tutelage of 2 remote Government, 
all-excellont f its general relation, but indifferently 
poor for our special guidance the component depart- 
ments of which can not be properly conversant with our 
local wants. 

Where those administering the government aro not 
directly responsible to the governed, the interests of the 
people were never, nor never will bo, so faithfully 
served, ss where the public’s servant Is of the public’s 
choosing, Not ta say anything disparaging of those who 
have discharged the official duties in the Territory, it is 
well that we embrace the earliest opportunity to come 
into the sisterhood of States, and avail ourselves of the 
blessed privileges secured by the Federat Constitution to 
sovercign States gaverally. It is better that those who 
administer the law in a community having interests and 
wants go peculiar as our own, be no longer the agents of 
the General Government, but representatives of our- 
selves, having interests identical with ours, and a 
wholesomo dread of our displeasure. Many local inter- 
ests could be at small cost materially promoted. Tho 
Judiclary system—if it may be called a System ia miser- 
ably conducted. Justice, proverbially slow, is hobbled 
and hedged. Then, to negotiate for the performance of 
nny contract for the public benefit, or to do almost any- 
thing but plod qulotiy along and pray Gad for immunity 
from public notice, it ls necessary to ascertain who was 
last at Court-—who, of the Territorial functionaries, last 
dined with ‘the Government.“ These things should not 
be. Undor the National Constitution, we ought to be an 
independent, sovereign State—judging our public ser- 
vants, and meting out to them reward or panishment, as 
they should be faithfal or unfaithful to their trusts. The 
public interest is dwarflng in the shado. Let us bring it 
into the sunlight. 

September 2d, voters are to decide whother this richest 
region on all the globe shall continuo to drag along at 
the hom ond skirt of Congressional guardianship, or 
whether It shall eme“ge a sovercign Stato, with its silver 
star struck on the bluo field of our natlonal banner. 
Vote ‘State Government—Yes ;” or State Government 
No.“ 

Humboldt county Js apportioned threo delegates to the 
constitutional convention. Do sure you have a complete 
ticket, With tho complicated and mixed question of a 
county-seat to loo to, come care moro than ordinary 18 
required, to mako certain of voting exactly as one wishes 
to. Seo the enactments on theso two subjects, and in- 
form yonrcelvex, voters, 80 that you may voto under- 
standingly. 

Section 5 of the Act above alluded to reads as follows: 


gro. 5. Every white male porson over the ngo of 
twenty-ono years, who shall posseas the qualifications of 
voters prescribed by the laws of this Territory shall bos 
qualified voter for the election herein providen for; and 
every such person whoshall have resided six months In 
thio Territory, orforty days in tho county or delegato 
district in which he may be voted for, shall be eligible 
as n dolegate from such county or delegate district; 
provided. that no person who ia by any atatote of this 
torritory dlaquabied to vote or hold offico therein, in 
consequence of having been convicted of crime for hav- 
ing violated any Jaw of this territory, shalt ho entitled 
to vote or be oligiblo asa delegate under this Act. 


I a majority of all the votes touching the question 
shall be found to be in favor of a State Government, the 
Governor will có annoanco by publication in tho news- 
papers, and the eoveral county clerks will thereupon 
proccod to canvass the votes cast in their respective 
counties for deltegatéd fo the constitutional convention. 
Then, first Tcesday af November, tho delegates declared 
ctected are to assemble at tho Territorlal capital and 
framo n constitution for the State of Washoc—as tho 
statute reads—bat we hops they will shorten it by one 
letter, apelling it Washo?

Tun Scene ar Gun. Meape’s HEADQUARTERS 
on Fripay.—Mr. Wilkeson, of the New York 
Times, gives the following description of the 
scene: s 

Eleven o’clock—twelve o’clock—one o’clock. 
In the shadow cast by the tiny farm house, 16 
by 12, which Gen. Meade had made his head- 
quarters, lay wearied staff oficera and tired 
reporters, There was not wanting to the peace- 
fulness of the scene the singing of u bird, which 
bad a nest in a peach tree within the tiny yard 
of the whitewashed cottage. In the midst of 
its warbling a shell screamed over the house, 
instantly followed by another and another, and 
in a moment the air was full of the most com- 
plete artillery prelude to an infantry battle 
that was ever exhibited. Every size and form 
of shell known to British and to American gun- 
nery shrieked, whirled, moaned, whirred, and 
wrathſully uttered over our ground. As many 
as six in a second—and at no time lees than 
two in a second—burating, and screaming over 
and around the headquarters, made a very hell 
of fire that amazed the oldest officers. They 
burst in the yord—but next to the fence on 
both sides, garnished as usual with the bitched 
horses of aids and orderlics. The fastened ani- 
mals reared and pluoged with terror. Then 
one fell, then another—sixteen loid dead and 
mangled before the fire ceased, still fastened by 
their halters, which gave the expression of 
being wickedly tied up to die painfully. These 
trate victims of a cruel war touched all bearts. 
Through the midst of the storm of screaming 
and exploding shells, an ambulance driven by 
its frenzied conductor at full speed, presented 
to all of us the morvelousepectacle of a borse 
going rapidly on three legs. A binder one had 
been shoko at the hock. A shell toro up the 
little step of the headquarters cottage, and 
ripped bags of oats as with a knife. Another 
suon carried eff ono of its two pillars, Soon a 
spherical case burst opposite the open door— 
another tipped through the low garret, The 
remaining pilar went almost immediately to 
the bow! of a fixed shot that Whitworth must 
have made. During this fra the horses at 
twenty and thirty feet distant were receiving 
tbeir death, and soldiers in Federal blue were 
torn to pieces and died with the peculiar yells 
thus blend the extorted ery of pain with horror 
and despair. Not an orderly, not an ambulance, 
not u straggler was to be ssen upon the plain 
awept by this tempest of orchestral death thirty 
minutes after it commenced. Were not one 
hundred and twenty pieces of artillery trying 
to cut from the field every battery we had in 
povition to resist thelr proposed infantry attack, H 
and to sweep away tho slight defences behind 
which our infantry were waiting ? Forty min- 
utea—fifty minutes—counted on watches that 
ran, oh! go languidly. Shells tore through the | 
tower rooms. A ebol! lodged in the chimney 
that daringly did not explode. Sbells in the 
yard. The air thicker and fuller and more 
deafening with the howling and whirring of 
these infernal micsiles, The chief of staff struck 
— Seth Williams —loved and respected through 
the army, separated from instant death by two 
inches of space vertically measured, An aid 
bored with a fragment of iron through the bone 
of the arm. Another cut with an exploded 
piece, And the time measured on the sluggish 
watches was ono hour and forty minutes.

Tho assassin 
escaped, but was almost re captured in St, 
Louis by New York detectives, bat ho finally 
got away and hid bis gaining light in the 
Southern States, Having a delicacy about 
hanging Mra, Marke for a murder committed by 
some one else, tho authorities Hberated her, 
and at last she hag turned up in Virginia again, 
which is tho rofuge of tho virtuous oppressed of 
all the world.

AN ACT 
To num 4 e AND STATE COVERNMEKT FOs 

THE BITATE OF WASHOR, 3 
Boit enacted by the Governor and Legislatire Assem- 

bly of the Territory of Nevada, a8 follows : 

Semion 1. There shall be an clection on the first 
Wednesday in September, A. D. 1863, in the several vot 
ing precincts of tho Territory cf Noveda, fer delegates 
to a conyention to form a constitution and state govern- 
ment for tha Btate of Washoo. 

870 2. Sald convention shall bo composed of thirty- 
nino members, ta bo appointed among tho respective 
counties of the Territory, as follows: The county of 
Dauglas shall be entitled 10 three delegates; the county 
of Ormsby shall bo entitled to five delegates; the county 
of Washoe shall be entitled to five delozates; the conaty 
of Story shall be entitled to eleven delegates; the coun» 
ty of Lyon shall bo entitled to four delegates; the coun- 
ty of Churchill shall be cutitled to ono delegate; the 
county of Esmeralda shall be entitled to five dolegates; 
the county of Humboldt shall be entitled tn three delo- 
gates; the county of Roop shall be entitled to two dolc- 


gates, 

Bed. 3. At tho election herein provided for, every 
elector qualified as provided in this Act may vote by 
ballot for state government, or apalhat state goveroment, 
and may aleo vate by ballot for such member or persons 
to bo members to a constitutional convention as the 
county or district in which he votes may be entitled to. 

Bru. 4. Separate ballot boxes shall be provided, in 
one of Which ohall be deposited the bullota for or against 
state government, and in the other kallots for delegates 
to the state convention. 

Aro. 5. Every white male person over the age of 
taventy-one years, who shall possess tho qualifications of 
voters prescribed by che laws of thfs Territory shall boa 
qualificd voter for the election herein provided for; and 
every such person whoshall have resided six months in 
this Territory, or forty daysin the county or delegate 
districtin which he may be voted for, shall be eligible 
os adelegate from such connty or delegate district; 
prorided that no person who is by any statute of this 
territory digqualifed to vote or hold ofico therein, in 
convequence of having been convicted of crime for hay- 
ing violated any low of this territory,shall be entitled 
to vote or be eligiblo asa delegate under this Act. 

Beo, 6, The returns of each precinct or olection dis- 
trict shall be made to the county clerk of tho county in 
which it is situate, It there be such a clerk ; if rot, thon 
to the clerk of tho county first named in the elauso of 
tbis Act, making such organized county n delegate dis- 
trict, or a part thereof. 

Bro. 7. The county clerk to whom such return ehall 
be madé, shall forthwith send by mail the abstract for 
votes for or against stnte government, directed to the 
neeretiry of the Territory of Nevada; and if any such 
clerk shalt fail to transmit such abstract by the earliest 
mul between the county seat of such county and Car- 
son City, he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall upon conviction thereof, be 1 unighed by fino

Eer 9, If itshall appear upon the canvass hereinaf- 
ter provided for, thata majority of all the votes on the 
question of state government have been given for state 
government, the delegates elected shall meet at the cap- 
ital of the Territory, on the firat Tuesday of November, 
and thereupon shall have power and authonty, and pro- 
cced to prepare and frame a constitution for tbe Stato of 
Washoe, to be submitted to the electors of tho Territor: 
for adoption and opproval by them, ond unless it shall 
beso submitted and adopted nadapproved at an election 
to be appointed by tho conatitattonal convention, It chall 
not, for any purpose whatever, bo deemed or held, to 
bo tho net of the people of Washoe.

Ditches, assessment 
work, haying, all demand lots of labor; $4 per diem is 
wages. Some immigrants have passed on to Honey 
Lako ; the majority atop, though.’ 

Lancaster, 

A new correspondent, whom we hope to hear from 
often, sends the following account of progress at this nev 
town, on the Humboldt River- 

have been hero several days, and am much pleased 
vith the locality af this place. The city was loc sted by 
Messrn. Williame & Lemmon, on the banks of the Humboldt 
River, and it already bids fair to become a place of im- 
portance. Over 100 lota have been sold, to various 
parties, within the last ten days. This point fs central 
to most of the richest mining localities on Humboldt 
River. Several houses are belng constructed, for stores, 
egloons, residences, &e, 

The Lancaster Canal hag been commenced by Mr, 
Lemmon, the contractor, and also one of the proprietors, 
which will be about one miie, and terminate at this 
Pace, giving some 22 feet fall for milling purposes, The 
canal is to be completed inside of five months, and when 
finished, a mill of 40 stamps will be ready for crushing 
rock, There will be suffictent power to run abont 800 or 
1,000 stamps, of 5 Ibs. each. 

‘Laat week we had a social pirty at the Lancaster 
House, kept by L. Breese. Some 12 or 15 ladies, ond 60 
gentlemen, were present, and participated in the dnace, 
All who could, availed themselves of tho frat dance given 
in Lancaster City. 


‘Not worth Fighting for!’ 

Saturday, after the nominating mass meeting had con- 
cluded ita labors, we were invited by one of the faithfy 
to hear ‘some copperhead speeches’ ot the courthouse 
that evening. We vent. W. S. Long. formerly of Sac 
ramento, opened with a long-drawn, feeble, dragging 
effort to dishearten people with the prospects of the 
Country. That was as near the aim as contd bo maue 
out by his talk. He dwelt upon the circumstance that 
though at the firat volunteers camo out in plenty, the 
Administration Ig now forced to conscription to replace 
the killed and wounded. Seemed endeavoring to crente 
the impression that this fact showed that peoplo havo 
lost all faith in the war power as efficacious for the res. 
toration of the Union Seemed to justify that judgment. 
Repeatedly called attention to the fact thai Go serment 
bounty monoy is largely used in inducing immirrants to 
come over the water and join with the negrors to fight 
our battles Raid, in substance, that ‘ifthe Country 
can not bo saved without employing tho negroes and 
Dutch and Irish to win its battles, it is not worth 
saving; let it go by the board Y 

We laok at the matter somewhat differently, and more 
hopofully. Not wishing to day anything disrespectful 
of Mr. Long's bloody negroes, it is yet our solemn con- 
vietion that If the Country Is worthy the sacrifice of its 
white citizens in war, it is folly worth the offering up of 
afew negro lives. If itis worth the efforts and blood 
of the native born, who never Lnew tho deprivations 
and oppressions which afflict the poor of Europe, is it 
not worth the efforts of those who fly from the oppresa- 
or'a soil and come here to enjoy the remainder of their 
lives in n land where their political rights aro equal to 
those of the native? Most certainly wo must regard 
Dutchman, Iriahman, or even a negro as plenty good 
enough to shoot traitors. 

Mr. Long argues to surrender tha Country to tho reb- 
ele. He knows that an army thinned in battle must bo 
recruited, or elac a constantly recruiting army opposed 
must ul. imately conquer; shows with saticfaction the 
Growing indisposition to volunteer to fll the ranke, 
will not go himself; and, Gually, disgusted with the 
dernier resort of Mr. Lincoln, the niggern and the 
Dutch,“ ho exclaims: If the Government can't be savod 
without this, it is not worth saving! 

Mr. Ganahl followed, Made a very good offort, for a 
copperhead speech, an Gen. Harris calls them; but wo 
didn’t stop tø hear it rongh. He said tho ono issue is 
this—war or peace; thatthe people are divided in two 
parties only—n war party anda peace party. Was par- 
tienlarly cevere on peoplo who call themselyes ‘war 
Democrats +! not daring to acknowledge themselves Ab- 
olitionista. Non that io getting at us, Wo chim no 
afillation with any party in this Territory. Neithor 
guits us exactly, We claim to he a Demoerat, and are 
in favor of the var~an the only hope of restoring s 
lasting peace, Aste not daring to avow sbolitlontem: 
ve gee no need to avos It, and do contemn tho eman- 
elpatlon proclamation; but, if we eduld neo propricty in 
sbolitionism, or a prospect of fta baving effect to crip 
plo the rebelllon, we dare avow {t~abolition{sm,’or 
anything clae - but treason or sympathy with it.

Mining operations havo settled down into quiet bust- 
ness shape. The towns look very dull, but by inquiring 
ono finds that tho netivity denoting business ia removed 
to the mountains, Tunnels aro going in, shafts sinking, 
cuts running, with moro vigor than over before, Inu Star, 
Buena Vista, Santa Clara, Echo, Humboldt, Sterra, and 
Oentral districts, numerous companles are pushing ahead 
their work with all the energy of cash, hope, and muscle, 
In Sacramento district, an Improvement is taking place, 
They nro getting down to thelr work. Somo work in 
Cinnabar District.

We all know of a great deal of 
work that would be done—of certain well-known ledges 
which would be worked, and rock taken out in aBun- 
dance, if there were mills here to worl the rock.

Notes of a Prospecting Trip. 

A correspondent furnishes tho following items of ob- 
sorvations made on a prospecting excursion some weeks 
ago: 

‘Gar party, consisting of cight, started from Unionville 
on iko 20th of July, for a trip up the Little Humboldt 
Valley. ‘Cho first day's travel brought us to tho Union 
Ranch—50 miles north of Unlonville— very pleasantly 
situated, at the head of an extensive bottom on the Hom- 
boldt river, Here we found excellent accommodations, 
at big Saal and the proprietors, Messrs, White 
& Moc tles eln ar 1 His us men, we duc 
struck atross the sage brush to the 2 East range, dis- 
tant 6 miles, and visited Harmony District. Several 
excellent leads have Ween struct here this Summer; 
among them are the Franconla“ ledge, the Gager Series, 
and the Grand Central Series. Splendid rock has been 
taken from all these, and assays from the top rock have 
been made as high as $600 to tho tun. The original focs- 
tions in these ledges are owned principally in Ban Fran- 
elsco, and by men who bellevein going ahead in whatever* 
they undertake. We may therefore expect theso mines 
will be opened without delay, and thus ba made valuable. 
The canon Is& very pleasant, cheerful pince. A toun 
sito has been Isid ont and surveyed, aud christened 
Harrisburg. Gardens have been fenced in, and vegeta- 
bles are in a flourishing state. When the Humboldt 
Canal Co. have finished their first section of 20 miles, 
theso leads will be within four miles of as aplondid water 
power as can bo found in the Territory, and within six 
miles of as fine ranch land as can be found on the Hum- 
boldt river, and as good a hotel already on tho spot as 
can be found this sido of Virginis. Crossing the flyer at 
the Unlon ranch, ve left the Humboldt, and keeping due 
north across some low sand hills, for 16 miles, enterod 
ono of the most heautlfel valleys In the Terrifory—ealled 
by como ‘Little Humboldt Valley, by others ‘Parsdise;? 
but wo christened it Happy Valley’~as everything fo 
Nature woro such a cheerful, happy aspect. Tho valloy 
is 25 miles In length by 20 to 25 miles wide, and covered 
with splendid grass. Water can bo obtained at any 
point by digging four to six fect, and springs abound in 
all parts. The Boll Is a black loam, like the prairies of 
Ulinols, and about four feet deep; bencath this Hes a 
heavy clay, which retains suficient moisture for ralsing 
ali kinds of vegotables, rendering thts valley capable of 
growing sufilcicnt vogetables for the whole Territory for 
some years to como. At presont but littlo Is done except 
cutting hay. Ak onc ranch we saw a hay-cutter in oper- 
ation, and was informed they had cut on this ra ch 200 
tuns. The grass ts of fine quality, and will eut in many 
places threo tuns t the acre. 

*On the castorn slopp of the valley much prospecting 
has been dono, and some good leads struck, though they 
do not show much mineral. Tho first district {fs called 
Ranta Rosa.’ Tho leads ayo fine, butshow no mineral. 
Further north, the ‘Pioncor District’ Stilt further, the 
Coal District? And at tho extremo north end, tho 
Happy Valley District? Hero is found the most min- 
eral, as well as coal, and plenty of motivo power. There 
are thres coal companies formed; tho ‘Washington, (or 


Company.’ The indications for hard coal ure good, the 
ground being covered with large bowlders that break on 
being struck, ás readily as coal, but lack the sulphur and 
carbon necessary In order to burn freely. The ‘Rockhill’ 
company hate sunk 10 feet, and find small quantities 
that burn well; and old coal miners any as zoon as they 
alrike water they will find coal in abundance.

We visited those two flourishing towns Inst Tuesday. 
Stopped but two horra In Humboldt, and 30 aro not 
propared to say much of It tis timo, Will go that way 
after a little rain shall havo latd tho dust, and will try to 
geo all worth mention that is in tho place. 16 18 built in 
tho head of a steop and closcly walled canon which 
puts up from the plain into the sido of tha mountain. 
Ts moro closely buit than Unionville, and more regularly 
than Biar. Bulldings spparoutly planned and finished 
with more regard for vomfort, than in alter this place 
or Star, A number of houses plastered and pencitods 
insido and out. A large two-story houso, of stone and 
adobe, Just getting Sts roof, wo learned was to bo ocou- 
pled as a browory. The Coulter House Is the noxt largest 
building, we belleve. Tho- strect is straight, and clean; 
and, though ovidently worrying through the samo dult 
season chat is now resting on almost tho whole county, 
numerous improvements are in progress, The Humboldt 
Tunneling Compuny has commenced blasting for tho 
long tunnel which is to penetrate tho mountain between 
Humboldt and It fs a monster undertaking, 
Threo miles, throsg dalld rock. It will run In places a 
thousand or more ft below the surface. Will cross che 
Hnes of divers surges clatmants, who will un ve to work 
many 2year to bewe to proof that the tunnelers are 
trespassers, The work will be prosecuted from both 
aides of the mountain, but must needs be very slow of 
progress, Ín so hard rock. The ‘Cuba’ and other com- 
panies are pressing on with their work, but we did not 
get partienlars, Thoro are mining and mill ‘nollities at 
Humboldt Which guarantee it a leading pocition among 
tho towns of the county. 

Went by the St. Marys and Foreman's crossings to 
Lancaster. Not many buildings yet up in this new vil- 
lage, but the brush Yents, the canvas walls, the open 
campo, and the unfinished adobe buildings, with an un- 
usual stir about the place, spoke of a lifo and thrift we 
had littlo oxpected. Tho site of the place is very ſa vor- 
able. A long stretch of level land on the bank of the 
river, will allow of a growth and su ell that our canon 
towns can not easily attain to. The alkall flat, on the 
right bank, has the start of the sand flat on the left bank. 
Houses are going up on every hand. Col. Wiliams has 
a fine store up to the roofing, of smooth, white adobes— 
the house, wo believe, covering a space of 25 by 50 feet, 
Mr, Bethel ia putting np a fino du elling house of the same 
material. Col. W. “a old house, on the ranch he located 
over two years ago, stonds considerably below the high 
water mask of 1801, and is yet occupied by him and 
others, The town is laid out above high water mark, 
The ground is almost level aa u floor, and hard as a brick. 
It makes the handsomest adobes we ever saw. 

What warrants this collection of immigrants—Califor- 
nians, Pikers, and Wisconsloners? It is tha certainty of 
the speedy prosecution of work on the Lancaster Canal. 
Work ia going on with oll the help that the company haa 
tools for, The Company has issued scrip for $170,000 of 
its $300,000 capital stock, and is in good Ax to put Work 
through vigorously. The corporation has its head in San 
Francisco, with Messrs. Williams and Lemmon us local 
agents. Tho eapftal stock is soon to be increased to 
$3,000,000. The caval is to be 15 feet wide, and one milo 
in tength—cutting off a hend of near seven miles of the 
river, and getting 16 fect fall. Then a dam will be put in 
which will raise the water so as to increase tho fall in 
somewhere about 5 fect, Work on the canal is progress- 
ing at both ends, with eight tunnel cars and track. fo 
run out dirt. Tuesday, the tunnel work vos commenced. 
That will take up three-fourths of the entire length of 
canal. It runs through a ridgo of sand; and this is so 
loose as to requiro close timbering and planking the 
whololength. A contract is out, for this work to be 
completed and the river through by lst of March next. 
In order to be up to timo, it is the intention to put down 
four or five shafts £0 as to work in cach direction from 
theso. Anather contrset has been let, for the erection of 
a 40-stamp quarts mi l, to be completed and in running 
prisp tha I ue å 8 $ 

Jt is estimate? Tæt this canal, when through, wif 
afford driving power for E00 stamps. Tho Ban Francisco 
stock owners sent their engineer out to make surveys, 
and they ate working on his plans and statements. 

Lancastor is advantageously situated for a milling 
town; being central to a largo pumber of aa good ledges 
as have been found. It is 10 miles from Dun Glen, the 
center of 04 rich ledges as were ever found; 4 miles from 
the ‘Baler, Eugene, Sycamure, ‘Gen. Scott“ and 40 
odd other good ledges of Central District; 8 miles from 
Prince Royal; 5 miles from the ‘Little Giant,“ Magna 
Charta, and other ledges in Santa Clara. Besides the

The Territorial Laws. 

In common with tha commuity in general, wo havo 
been annoyed by the want of necess to the statutes, as 
coming Into force through tho hands of last Winter's 
t Jegislature, Wo have on occasion oxprossed something 
of the universal Impatlenco that wo should all be so kept 
in tho dark, Tho following article, copied from the En- 
terprige, will explain tho dolny attending tho publication 
of the statuto, sat{afactorily in somo regards, not so in 


others: 

having appeared in both our morning cotem—

tho delay in the appoarance, in hookeform, of thg Laws 
passed dt tho lant session of our Torritorigt Legislature, 
we deem It no less due to tho public than ourselves to 
state briefly tha reasona for the delay, knowing woll that 
the people generally may posten n Knowledge of the 
facts as well as, wo believe, rho writers of tho artigles 


roforred to, 

The prices allowed for printing for the United States 
Pd pros in this Territory, tho Laws with the rest, 
wero fixed ato time whon caln only was used in pay- 
mont, and thoge rates still exist, no diecretlonary powers 
being held by Beerctary Clemens, to depart from them. 
On the angembling of tho Legislature last E uf, we obtain- 
ed from the Secretary of the Territory the contract for 
the incidental Legislative printing~—nothing more, This 
was performed by us promptly, and, for all wo yot know 
to the contrary, satisfactorily, On the completion of the 
contract, our billa, at tho regular rates, wers rendered to 
tho Secratury—by him sent on to Washington for ap- 
proval by the Depurtment~returned thence attested, 
some items cut down, others advanced, but in the maln 
yeducod, and tha amount as allowed by the Department 
paid us tn legal tender notes, then worth sizty-fied cents 
on the dollar, Although claiming ta possess n reasonablo 
shure of public optrit, we feel confident the public will 
exenso us for declining the contract to print the Laws, 
when afterwards offered, unless wa wero secured against 
loss in tho prosecution of the Work. 

Through a misconception of facts, being still held by 
many somewhat responsible for the non. a ppearhneg of 
tho printed Laws, us felt much Interest in the matter, 
and in concert with Secretary Clemens, continued to ex- 
ort ourselves to odopt somo plan by which tho work 
could be done. Fully aware of tho groat importance to 
the peoplo of the Torritory of having the statutes in 
propor form, we finally determined to toke the risk and 
trust to the Government for remunoration. We printed 
tha work—tho volumes aro now in the hands of tho binder, 
and will bo ready for delivery, we trust, bofore many 
days, When the time of completion 13 definitely known, 
due polico will be given through tho columns of the 
Enterprise.

lowing points: 4 


Ast, That the nesesament was levied while some of the 
atock had not been taken; 2d, That no notice of the us- 
sessment was given to tho stockholders; Jd, That thero 
Was no proper publication of tho sale; aud 4th, The pur- 
chase was made by a Trustee, and Trustees can not buy 
tho property of thelr principalas. 

Even should this opinion bo afirmed by the California 


Supremo Court, an infinity of trouble will grow out of 


this ruling, There are two vital points in it: That an 
agsessrnépt not collegtablo untots all tho stock of tho 
company fs has heen lssued; and that Trustees can nat, 
for the conyenienco, benen and indemnification of tha 
corporation, buy in choles upon which that corporation 
hns oxpended its money in development of the mine, 
Bearcely du Incorporation in this Territory, that has not 
levied and collected assessments beforo all the stock vt 
taken up. Scarcely an old corporation, in which Trastecs 
havo not bought the interests of delirquents for tha 
benefit of tho company, Wo feel confident these two 
points aro not justly taken, ond will not be held gogd 
under the Territorial lav.
